S.  Christa  Corrigan  McAuliffe  grew  up  in  Framingham  and 
received  her  Bachelor's  Degree  from  Framingham  State  College 
in  1970.  She  lived  in  Concord,  N.H.  where  she  taught  history.  It 
was  her  interest  in  students  that  led  her  to  apply  for  the  position 
of  first  teacher  in  space.  In  the  final  competition,  Christa  ex- 
plained her  hopes  for  the  program.  "I  want  to  de-mystify  NASA 
and  space  flight,"  she  said.  "The  astronauts  are  not  really  con- 
necting with  the  average  student  in  the  classroom.  I  want 
students  to  see  and  understand  the  special  perspective  of  space 
and  relate  it  to  them." 

Christa  quickly  earned  the  love  of  the  nation  with  her  enthu- 
siasm and  zest  for  life.  She  was  a  pioneer  in  every  sense  of  the 
word.  People  waited  anxiously  for  Christa  to  teach  from  space; 
she  was  going  to  get  her  chance  to  "humanize  the  technology  of 
the  space  age." 

Everyone's  hopes  were  shattered  in  the  tragic  explosion  of  the 
space  shuttle  Challenger.  Christa  and  the  six  other  astronauts  on 
board  were  killed  75  seconds  into  their  flight.  A  helpless  nation 


watched  in  fear,  anger,  and  disbelief. 

Framingham  State  College  suffered  with  the  world.  Christa 
had  planned  to  speak  at  the  graduation  ceremonies  in  May. 
Great  plans  had  been  made  for  a  welcome  back  ceremony.  In 
one  devastating  moment,  everything  was  changed;  F.S.C.  had 
lost  a  hero. 

Christa  McAuliffe  was  a  true  hero.  She  was  respected  and 
admired  by  everyone.  For  Framingham  State  College  students 
she  was  a  promise  of  future  accomplishments.  She  proved  to  all 
that  "the  sky  is  no  longer  the  limit." 

Christa' s  ideas  and  spirit  will  always  live  on  at  Framingham 
State  College.  As  we  are  a  part  of  her  past,  she  will  always  be  a 
part  of  our  future.  She  has  shown  us  how  to  "reach  for  the 
stars."  Christa  will  always  hold  a  special  place  in  the  hearts  of  the 
class  of  1986.  In  the  words  of  her  former  student  Jennifer 
LaPierre,  we  wish  we  had  had  the  chance  to  say,  "Hi,  Christa. 
We're  with  you  all  the  way." 


SENIOR  INVESTITURE 


At  Investiture  Convocation  seniors  are 
attired  for  the  first  time  in  their  academic 
robes.  The  donning  of  academic  attire  calls 
to  mind  the  revival  of  interest  in  learning 
which  took  place  in  Europe  in  the  eleventh 
and  twelfth  centuries  when  the  custom  of 
academic  robing  began  in  such  medieval 
universities  as  Bologna,  Paris  and  Oxford. 
In  a  ceremonial  wax;  Framingham  State 
College  seniors  in  this  convocation  join  the 
ranks  of  countless  thousands  of  students 
from  these  and  other  historic  universities. 
Today,  as  in  medieval  times,  academic 
robes  serve  as  symbols  of  office  or  honor 
and  as  a  reminder  of  the  commitment  and 
the  rewards  of  academic  life. 


Class  of  '86  president,  Paul  Murphy 
welcomed  his  fellow  robed  seniors  and  FSC 
faculty  to  the  Investiture  Convocation  on 
September  23,  1985,  extending  a  special 
welcome  to  new  FSC  president,  Paul  F. 
Weller  and  guest  speaker  Congressman 
Chet  Atkins. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  class,  Murphy 
stressed  the  need  for  everyone's  enthu- 
siasm and  support  to  make  it  a  successful 
year. 

"Investitures  signify  a  new  beginning,  a 
beginning  of  serious  consideration  of  what 
comes  after  FSC,"  said  President  Weller  in 
his  first  speech  before  students  at  FSC. 


The  focus  of  Congressman  Atkins' 
speech  revolved  around  the  idea  that  "a 
college  education  is  a  tool,  a  prism  through 
which  you  can  look  at  the  world"  and  have 
some  control  over  the  direction  of  your  life.

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A  Look  Back 
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Much  has  happened  in  our  last  year  at  Framingham.  As  we  were  trying  to  adjust 
to  dry  campus  and  a  new  president,  1985-86  was  proving  to  be  very  eventful  on  a 
national  level.  It  was  Gorbachev's  first  year  as  Soviet  premier,  AIDS  became  a 
growing  concern  for  many,  and  the  issue  of  apartheid  in  South  Africa  was  brought 
to  the  foreground.  After  73  years  the  Titanic  was  found.  Dr.  Ruth  became  an  autho- 
rity on  "Good  Sex"  and  Bernard  Goetz,  the  subway  vigilante,  raised  the  question 
of  "victim  or  villain." 

It  was  a  year  of  terrorism  and  natural  disasters.  TWA  Flight  847  was  hijacked,  the 
PLO  seized  an  Italian  ship,  and  in  November  there  was  a  hijacking  of  an  Egyptian 
airliner.  Two  hundred  people  were  killed  when  a  dam  burst  in  Italy;  a  landslide  in 
Puerto  Rico  took  150  lives,  and  150,000  were  left  homeless  by  an  earthquake  in 
Mexico.  Nevado  del  Ruiz  erupted  in  Columbia  resulting  in  more  than  20,000  dead 
or  missing,  and  hurricanes  Bob,  Danny,  Elena,  Gloria,  Juan  and  Kate  together 
amassed  $5  billion  in  damages  and  36  deaths. 

The  music  industry  proved  itself  to  be  an  important  part  of  current  events.  They 
grouped  together  to  form  USA  for  Africa,  a  Live  Aid  Concert,  raise  money  for  a 
cure  for  AIDS  and  show  opposition  to  apartheid.  On  T.V.,  the  Cosby  show 
emerged  as  number  one,  Miami  Vice  offered  a  whole  new  look,  Michael  J.  Fox  kept 
"Family  Ties"  alive,  and  "Moonlighting"  brought  humor  to  the  detective  business. 
New  fads  included  stirrup  pants,  oversized  shirt,  new  coke  vs.  coke  classic,  and 
"madonna  wanna-be's." 

It  was  a  big  year  for  achievements  in  sports.  Pete  Rose  broke  the  record  for  most 
hits  in  a  career,  Boris  Becker  became  the  youngest  man  to  win  Wimbledon,  and 
Lynette  Woodard  became  the  first  female  Harlem  Globetrotter  in  the  team's  60 
year  history.  In  football  we  tried  to  "Squish  the  Fish"  and  "Berry  the  Bears"  as  the 
Patriots  made  it  to  the  Superbowl,  but  William  'the  refrigerator'  Perry  helped  lead 
the  Chicago  Bears  to  a  victory  in  New  Orleans,  Finally  the  Boston  Celtics  defeated 
the  Houston  Rockets  to  win  their  sixteenth  NBA  Championship. 

As  a  nation  we  tried  to  contend  with  the  tragic  explosion  of  the  Space  Shuttle 
Challenger  and  tension  remained  long  after  the  United  States|attempt  to  retaliate 
by  bombing  Libya. 

There  were  quite  a  few  farewells  also.  We  said  goodbye  to  the  seven  members  of 
the  Challenger,  Rock  Hudson,  E.B.  White,  Karen  Quinlan,  Ruth  Gordon, 
Samantha  Smith,  Marlon  Perkins,  Yul  Brynner,  Kate  Smith  and  Benny  Goodman. 

We  have  watched  these  tragedies  and  accomplishments  from  the  distant 
perspective  the  school  offers.  As  we  graduate,  we  prepare  to  take  a  more  active 
interest  in  the  events  that  will  shape  not  only  our  present  but  our  future. 
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The  senior  year  for  the  class  of  1986 
proved  to  be  more  eventful  than  anyone 
would  have  dreamed  possible.  While  we 
tried  to  comprehend  everything  happening 
on  the  national  level,  we  were  also  strug- 
gling through  a  number  of  campus  issues. 

September  started  on  a  less  than  positive 
note.  Resident  Assistants  turned  out  to 
protest  financial  aid  cuts  which  threatened 
to  affect  all  school  employees.  Although 
many  R.A.'s  did  lose  their  financial  aid,  the 
protest  was  successful  in  keeping  other's  aid 
from  being  cut. 

The  last  weekend  of  September  brought 
Hurricane  Gloria  to  the  campus.  Although  it 
didn't  prove  as  devastating  as  feared,  the 
campus  and  neighboring  houses  showed 
the  aftermath  of  the  storm. 

Another  national  event  which  was 
strongly  felt  on  campus  was  the  explosion  of 
the  Space  Shuttle  Challenger.  Christa 
McAuliffe  was  an  alumnus  of  Framingham 
State,  and  she  had  intended  to  speak  at 
Graduation  in  May.  As  F.S.C.  mourned 
their  loss,  another  tragedy  struck.  In 
February,  Paul  Murphy,  the  President  of 
the  Class  of  1986,  suffered  a  heart  attack 
and  died  a  week  later.  Paul  was  a  respected 
student  leader  and  a  well  loved  friend,  and 
the  loss  will  be  felt  long  after  graduation. 

In  March,  O'Connor  Hall  was  robbed 
during  Spring  Break.  While  only  two 
resident  assistants  and  a  graduate  assistant 
were  in  the  building,  someone  broke  in  and 
stole  a  master  key.  The  key  was  then  used 
to  enter  the  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  to 


take  jewelry  and  money.  Despite  the  ex- 
tensive cooperation  of  four  Resident  Assis- 
tants from  O'Connor,  Campus  Police  were 
unable  to  solve  the  case  and  they  turned  it 
over  to  the  State  Police.  After  a  brief  in- 
vestigation, the  State  Police  closed  the  case, 
dismissing  any  leads  from  Campus  Police. 

On  the  brighter  side,  we  welcomed  a  new 
President  to  Framingham  State  this  year. 
Dr.  Paul  Weller  took  over  as  the  12th 
president  of  F.S.C.  in  August.  The  official 
Inauguration  ceremony  was  held  on  April 
12,  and  Governor  Michael  Dukakis  was 
present  to  swear  in  Dr.  Weller. 

Although  the  residence  halls  remained 
"dry,"  the  Ram's  Den  Pub  finally  reopened 
after  an  extended  dry  spell.  On  Jan.  22,  the 
issue  of  liability  insurance  was  solved,  and 
the  traditional  Thursday  night  at  the  Pub 


was  back! 

The  College  Center  celebrated  its  tenth 
anniversary  on  April  4th  with  a  reception  for 
students  and  faculty.  The  College  Center 
officially  became  the  D.  Justin  McCarthy 
College  Center  earlier  in  the  year. 

The  new  'Arts  and  Humanities  Program' 
also  began  this  year.  On  April  17th, 
American  Pulitzer  Prize  Winning  Author 
James  Baldwin  spoke  on  the  "American 
Myth,"  an  "optical  illusion"  concerning  the 
black.  On  May  1st,  Sue  Miller,  author  of 
The  Good  Mother,  read  excerpts  of  her 
work.  Miss  Miller  was  named  the 
"Outstanding  Writer  1984-85"  by  the 
Pushcart  Press. 

A  few  athletic  achievements  helped  make 
1985-86  memorable  as  well.  In  hockey,  the 
three  first  line  forwards,  Todd  Barry,  Eric 
Donaghey,  and  Marc  MacDonald  together 
scored  a  total  of  187  points  in  27  games.  In 
basketball,  Dave  Peach  broke  the  school 
record  by  scoring  54  points  in  a  game 
against  Westfield  State.  For  women's 
basketball,  Maureen  Faulkner  scored  her 
1000th  point  against  Westfield;  this  was  the 
first  time  a  sophomore  had  ever  achieved 
that. 

The  year  wasn'  t  always  the  best,  but  it  did 
have  its  high  points.

Michelle  Cunha,  chairman  of  the 
college's  Board  of  Trustees, 
presided  and  Professor  Dana  Jost  of 
the  Biology  Department  and 
Professor  Ann  Mackey  of  the  Physi- 
cal Education  Department  served  as 
marshals.  Rev.  John  Culloty 
delivered  the  invocation.  Music  was 
provided  by  the  F.S.C.  Alumnae 
Singers,  directed  by  Professor 
James  Savas,  and  the  Mystic  Valley 
Orchestra  Brass  Quintet.

Dr.  Weller  spoke  on  the  im- 
portance of  education  in  alleviating 
the  hatred  and  disgust  that  plague 
the  world.

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Framingham  State  College  experienced  a  great  loss  this  year 
when  Dr.  Dorethea  J.  Kunde  died.  Dr.  Kunde  was  the  director  of 
Professional  Experience  of  the  Education  Department.  Dr. 
Elizabeth  Mahan,  chair  of  the  Education  Department,  said 
"Framingham  State  College  certainly  meant  a  lot  to  her,"  and  "her 
work  did  so  much  to  enhance  the  reputation  and  image"  of  the 
school. 

Dr.  Kunde  was  a  member  of  the  F.S.C.  community  for  twenty- 
two  years  and  she  made  many  contributions  to  the  Education 
Department.  She  was  very  active  in  departmental  affairs,  an 
advisor,  director  of  professional  experience,  and  teacher  for  the 
science  component  of  Early  Childhood  Curriculum  II.  She 
established  the  Professional  Standards  Committee  to  ensure  the 
standards  of  academic  performance  for  students  entering  the 
education  field. 

She  was  very  active  off  campus  as  well.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
Walpole  School  Committee  for  twelve  years,  and  she  was  chair  of 
the  Committee  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Dr.  Kunde  was  also  director 
of  the  Education  Collaborative  which  functions  to  enhance  the 
quality  of  education,  and  she  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  College  Association  and  Delta  Kappa  Gamma  Theta 
Chapter,  a  national  honor  society  for  women  in  education. 

Dr.  Kunde's  spirit  will  long  be  remembered  at  F.S.C.  She  was  an 
excellent  example  of  her  belief  in  the  importance  of  getting  in- 
volved. Kunde  strongly  believed  in  the  quote  by  Edmunde  Burke 
which  hung  in  her  office.  "All  that  is  necessary  for  the  forces  of  evil 
to  win  the  world  is  for  enough  good  men  to  do  nothing."  It  is  with 
great  appreciation  that  Framingham  State  recognizes  Dr.  Kunde  as 
someone  who  was  always  willing  to  get  involved  and  give  her  best.
